King George's tax on tea is admitted 
to kave been unjust, and no doubt the 
Colonists had ground for the most vig- 
orous remonstrance they could make, if 
Jiot for the acts of the "tea party" of i 
Boston harbor; but the incident has 
worked harm to the American people 
in that it has fostered the notion of its 
being a virtue to oppose taxes. The 
Colonists opposed taxes that were lev- 
ied on them without their consent. 
They held, very properly, that taxation 
without representation is unjust. Right 
minded people of our times, including 
women who are property holdery, are 
still of this opinion; but the prevalent 
sentiment against taxes per se, is un- 
reasonable, short sighted, and very 
harmful. Look at the matter. Re- 
consider it fairly. 

There is no other money a man pays 
v>ut for which he gets so large a return: 
and this is true after all due deductions 
are made for the misuse of public mon- 
ey. Take your school tax, for example. 
How far would the amount of school 
tax paid by the average citizen go to- 
wards employing a teacher to devote 
three or four months in the year to the 
education of his children? Or your road 
tax. How far would the amount of 
road tax the average citizen pays ex- 
tend to construct and maintain the 
roads he travels? But let one ask him- 
self what he gets in return for his 
State, County and City taxes. To se- 
cure one in the peaceful possession of 
his property and in the pursuit of his 
.business, he needs the services of a 
learned and upright Circuit Judge to- 
gether with all the officers and equip- 
ment necessary for the holding of his 
Court; he needs the services of a whole 
college of learned and upright Judges 
who may be ready at any time to re- 
view and correct the decisions of the 
'oral guardian of his legal rights; he 
needs the services of a general Magis- 
trate whose duty it is to police the 
whole State with the assistance of co- 
laborers in every neighborhood in the 
Commonwealth; and, before he can 
have all of these, he must have a sher- 
iff to collect taxes far and away be- 
yond and besides his own. So much for 
his State taxes. And the like may be 
said of County and City taxe3. Money 
paid as taxes becomes the citizen's 
best

The improvement of the upper Cum- 
berland, which is now in progress and 
for which an additional appropriation 
has just been approved by the National 
Congress, is of far more importance to 
the people of Adair county, we think, 
than has been apprehended by the ma- 
jority of our readers. For this reason 
we are giving space this week to mat- 
ter that will somewhat enlighten them 
on the subject. 

It is known to many that a Lock is 
in pro*ess of construction that will af- 
ford slack water from Burnsides to a 
point some fifteen miles above Rowena. 
The shoal at Rowena is the next point 
on the river where a Lock is called for 
by the report of the Civil Engineers 
who surveyed the river for the Govern- 
ment. But it is currently reported that 
the next below the one being construct- 
ed is to be omitted, and that the next 
below Rowena is to be constructed with 
the funds appropriated by the present 
Congress. This means that work will 
be begun shortly on a Lock somewheie 
not far from the town of Crfielsboro. 
Of course, another will be placed not 
far from Burksville, and so on down 
the stream. When these shall have 
been completed, this water-way being 
open to navigation by any one who may 
see fit to launch a boat upon the river, 
we shall have the cheapest possible 
means of getting to market; and, should 
we secure a swifter way of reaching 
the market, this will always operate as 
a wholesome check on unreasonable 
freight rates, which is a matter of the 
first importance 

Now, it goes without saying that the 
Southern Railway and the L. <£• N. 
Railway are not operating their lines 
in the spirit of charity organizatic 
nor is either of them ready to turn i 
to the other the immense business of 
this district without an effort to retain 
a fair share of it. Nor yet would they 
be willing to see the tonnage of Adair, 
Russell, Clinton and Cumberland float 
off down the river to Nashville without 
making an effort to catch at least a 
part of it for Louisville and Cincinnati. 
So, it does not require much sagacity 
to perceive that, to test the love of 
our rival suitors, Louis and Cincy, we 
should set our cap for Nashville.

Has Become a Great Favorite With 
Engineers and Architects in 
Construction Work. 



The importance of Portland Cement 
as a building material and the rapidity 
with which its manufacture has come 
to the front in recent years, are mat- 
ters of which our readers probably 
know very little. Yet, we have cause 
to be greatly interested in the subject. 

Timber, the building material on 
which we have hitherto depended, is 
becoming scarcer every day. Iron and 
steel, which also are limited in amount 
and expensive to transport, are in the 
hands of monopolists. The time in not 
far distant when the demand for Ce- 
ment, great as it is even now, will be 
very much greater.

Churches, 
Government buildings, Manufacturing 
plants, bridges, abuttments, viaducts, 
sewers, pavements, dams, retaining 
walls, and many other erections are 
now being constructed of this material; 
and so satisfactory has it proved, it 
has become a f ayorite with engineers 
and architects throughout the whole 
-ountry. The reasons are, it is com- 
paratively cheap, and it is practically 
-verlasting. 

Up to the present time the State of 

ensylvania has had almost a monopoly 
f this industry, for the reason that 
"ints where the materials required for 
ts manufacture can be found under 
rst class conditions in every particular, 

e very few; and Pensylvania has had 
almost a monopoly of these favoring 
conditions. A particular variety of 
limestone, a particular variety of clay, 
and transportation facilities, are the 
required conditions. 

Given a first class road to the Cum- 
berland river and all the required con- 
ditions are met in Adair county. 

All the citizens of Adair have to do 
is to think; and, "As a man thinketh, 
so is he." The Congress of the United 
States has granted an appropriation of 
over a half million dollars for the im- 
provement of the upper Cumberland. 
This means cheap transportation to 
market for cement, lime, bricks, tiling, 
building stone and lumber. And to 
what markets? Those of all the towns 
and cities along the rivers to the gulf 
of Mexico; to the Isthmus of Panama 
where enormous quantities of these 
materials will be needed for the next 
ten to fifteen years; and to the mar- 
kets of the world.

1 notice quite an amount of comment 
—mostly favorable, on the proposed 
pike to Greensburg. Of course this 
would be a good thing, but in my judg- 
ment the proper road to build is from 
Columbia to the river. Freight, by 
water, is much cheaper, and even should 
drayage from the county seat be in- 
creased sufficient to equalize the rates, 
we would be much better off with two 
outlets. 

Then again, we would stand a much 
better opportunity of securing a rail- 
road. So long as the L. & N., which 
we have been feeding for over a quar- 
ter of a century, can get the traffic of 
this country without expending capital 
in the construction of a road we may 
rest assured they will remain idle. But 
let the frieght business of this section 
reach the the Southern via the river and 
it will not be long until the first mem- 
tioned system will get busy. Construct 
good roads all over the county, and a pike 
to Greensburg, but by all means lets 
bave the pike to the Cumberland.

The trouble quieted 
down at that time, but early Sunday 
morning, as Dooley was entering his

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THE WAR CLOUD. 

The latest advices as to the 
Japanese demands and the atti- 
tude, and that of our Government, 
indicates that the situation may 
become more threatening before 
the incident is closed. The or- 
der for the expenditure o f 
$1,000,009 on the Oregon, now in 
Pacific waters, and for 75,000 
shells for use on warships, is sig- 
nificant, especially when consid- 
ered in connection with the ap- 
propriation of a large sum last 
week for the fortification of Ha- 
waiian ports. 

The most informing public ut- 
terance we have seen lately is 
that of Senator Perkins, of Cali- 
fornia, in an address before the 
National Geographical Society at 
Washington. His view, in brief, 
is that we have laid the founda- 
tion for supremacy in the Pacific, 
and that the Japanese have as- 
pirations and purposes a*s to their 
expansion and domination of that 
quarter of the globe; and that, 
sooner or later, whatever may be- 
come the occasion of it, a conflict 
with this people is almost inevi- 
table. 

Senator Perkins further points 
out that "real expatriation is a 
condition practically impossible 
totheJapanse mind." Where- 
ever Japanese may be, however 
far from the throne of the Mica- 
do, they will remain a consolidat- 
ed unity and will support the 
aspirations of their race. The 
Senator does not go so far as this, 
but we may add that their char- 
acteristics of conceit and deceit 
will become more and more man- 
ifest to the world shortly, being 
kept in restraint hitherto by their 
desire to be recognized as one of 
the highly civilized nations of the 
earth and, as such, entitled to all 
the benefits of the "favored na- 
tions clause" in treaties with

The broken relations betw 
the French Government and

lishment, and the sympathy 
Catholics throughout the worl 
with their French brethren, cor 
tinue to be the subject of tran~ 
lantic dispatches and of worlds 
wide interest. Meanwhile, the 
claims, aims and spirit of the 
French Government, which ap- 
pears to have the support of the 
French nation, is becoming bet- 
ter understood everywhere. 

The President's move to ap- 
point a negro to be Sur veyor of 
Customs at Cincinnati, Senatoi 
Foraker's home, is one of shrewd 
diplomacy, to say the very ieast. 

If Foraker's attitude to' the 
president in the Brownsville af- 
fair has the support of his con- 
stituents, no opposition is to be 
expected from him nor from 
them. It is said that Booker T. 
Washington has been consulted, 
and the fair inference is that if 
a negro is appointed, the appoint- 
ment will be pleasing to all Amer- 
ican citizens of African descent. 
So, Senator Foraker, the people 
of the Buckeye State, the negroes 
and our Teddy, will all be dee- 
lighted. 

The indications are that tb 
relations between America and 
Japan have reached a most criti- 
cal state. A deputation from 
California is now in Washington 
and has been in conference with 
the President and members of 
his Cabinet. The deputation 
has telegraphed to the President 
of the San Francisco Board of 
Education to come to Washing- 
ton for further conference. Sec- 
retary Taf t has asked for, and 
has been granted, an appropria- 
tihn for the fortification of Pearl 
Harbor and the Bay of Honolulu, 
the immediate action of the Con- • 
gress being regarded as very 
significant. It is also reported 
that large numbers of Japanese 
soldiers-vetrans of the war with 
Russia-are in the Hawaiian Is- 
lands and are secretely organiz- 
ing military companies.
